Then, happy was the man who could 
pour out the beft ale and the ftouteft 
Oétober. Every one could find mirth 
in romping-dances in a barn, and every 
village rung with the noife of their gam- 
bols. When fuch were the cuftoms of 
the people, you could not better feli- 
citate your friend, than by wifhing him 
a merry Chrifimas. But wes who delight 
in the magnificence of a Court, the

As to the lower clafs of gentlefolks, 
I mean journeymen, footmén,. and 
chambermaids, they cannot: be withed 
a merry Chrifamas with more propriety 
than their betters ; for we know, that 
the men, let them get drunk as they 
pleafe, find it difficult to fpend their 
Chriftmas-boxes ;~ and that the Fair- 
ones; who have at fo much expence 
decked therafelves to be made Ladies, 
find it as difficult a matter to be re- 
ceived again into any families as maid- 
iervants.

ON THECELEBRATION OFCHRISTMAS INTOWN 
AND COUNTRY. 
Come, let us, ike our jovial Sires of old, 
With Gambols and Mince-pies our Ebri/tmas hold. 


‘THOSE old-fafhioned mortals who 

have been accuftomed to look upon 
this feafon with extraordinary devotion, 
IT leave to con over the explanation of 
it in Nelfon.; it fhall at prefent be my 
bufinefs to fhew the different methods 
of celebrating it in thefe kingdoms. 
With the generality, Criffmas is looked 
upon as a feftival in the moft literal 
fenfe, and held facred by good eating 
and drinking. Thefe, indeed, are the 
mot diftinguithing marks of Chriffmas. 
It is impofible to conceive the flaugh- 
ter that is made among the poultry and 
the hogs in different parts of the coun- 
try, to furnifh the prodigious numbers 
of turkeys and chines, and collars of 
brawn, that travel up as prefents tothe 
metropolis upon this occafion. The 
jolly Cit looks upon this joyous time of 
featting, with as much pleafure as on 
the treat of a new-elected Alderman, 
or a Lord-Mayor’s day ; nor can the 
Country. Parmer rail more againft the 
Game-Aé, than many worthy Citizens 
who have ever fince been debarred of 
their annual hare ; while their ladies 
can never enough regret their lofs of 
the opportunity of ditplaying their {kill 
in making a moft excellent pudding for 
it. But thefe notable houfewives have 
fill the confolation of hearing their 
guefts commend the mince-pies with- 
out meat, which, we are affured, were 
made at home, and not like the ordi- 
nary heavy things from the paftry- 
cooks. Thefe good people would, in- 
deed, look upon the abfence of mince- 


| pics as the higheft violation of Céri/- 


mas and have remarked, with con-

cern, the difregard that has been fhewn 
of late years to that O/d Englib repatt : 
for this excellent Briti/ Ole is as effen- 
tial to Chrifmas, as pancake to Shrove- 
Tuefday, tanfy to Fafter, furmity to 
Midlent-Sunday, or goofe to Michael- 
mas-day ; and they think it no wonder 
that our finical gentry fhould be fo 
loofe in their principles, as well as weak 
in their bodies, when the folid, fubftan- 
tial, proteftant mince-pie has given 
place among them to the Roman Catholic 
amulets, and the light, puffy, hetero- 
dox pats des religieux. 

As this feafon ufed formerly to be 
welcomed in with more than ufual jol- 
lity in the country, it is probable that 
the Chriffmas remembrances with which 
the waggons and ftage-coaches are at 
this time loaded, firft took their rife 
from the laudable cuftom of diftributing 
provifions at this fevere quarter of the 
year to the poor. But thefe prefents 
are now feldom fent to thofe who are 
really in want of them; they are de- 
figned as compliments to the Great 
from their inferiors, and come chiefly 
from the tenant to his rich landlord, or 
from the rector of a fat living, asakind 
of tythe, to his patron. Nor isthe old 
hofpitable Engii/> cuftom of keeping 
open houfe for the poor neighbourhood 
any longer regarded. We might as 
foon expect to fee plum-porridge fill a 
tureen at the gentecleft. Ordinary in 
Town, as to fee the Lord of a Manor 
affemble his poor tenants to make merry 
at the great houfe. The fervants now 
fwill their Chrifimas ale by themfelves 
in the hall, while the Squire gets drunk 

4P with 
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with his brother-fox-hunters 
fmoking-room. 

There is no rank of people fo heartily 
rejoiced at the arrival of this joyful fea- 
fon, as the order of fervants, journey- 
men, apprentices, and the lower fort of 
people in general. No maiter or miftrets 
is fo rigid as to refufe them a holiday ; 
and, by remarkable good luck, the 
fame circumftance which gives them an 
opportunity of diverting themielves, 
procures them money to jupport ty by 
the tax which cuftom has impofed upon 
us in the article of Chrifimas-boxes.— 
Che Chrifimas-box was formerly a bene- 
wolence ; it was the bounty of well-dif- 
pofed people, willing to contribute 
fom ywards rewarding the in- 
duftrious, and fupplying them with the 
real neceffaries of l:fe: but the gift 1s 
now almoft demanded as a right; and 
journeymen, a er es, &c. are grown 
‘fo polite, ead of referving their 
Chrifimas-box for its original ufe, their 
ready caih only ferves them for pocket- 
money 3 and inftead of vifiting their 
friends and relations, they commence 
the fine Gentlemen of the Week. The 
fixpenny dep is crowded with ladies and 
gentlemen trom the kitchen: the Syrens 
of Catherine-freet charm many an holi- 
day gallant into their fnares; and the 
Play-houfes are filled with Macaronies, 
Wits, and Critics from Cheapfde and 
Whitechapel.— A merry Chrifimas has 
ruined many a promifing young fellow, 
who has been flufh of money at the 
beginning of the week—but who has, 
before the end of it, committed a rob- 
bery on the till for more. 

But in the midf of this general fefti- 
vity there are fome who, far from giv- 
ing into any extraordinary merriment, 
feem more gloomy than ufual, and ap- 
pear with faces as difmal as the month

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in which Chri/fmas is celebrated. Plod+ 
ding Citizens have been heard to com; 
plain grievoufly of the great expence of 
houfe-keeping at this feafon, when their 
own relations and the relations of their 
wives claim the privilege of confangui- 
nity, to eat them out of houfe and 
home; thinking it at the fame time, 
oppretied with heavy taxes, a fhame 
that poor fhop-keepers fhould be fleeced 
and plundered, under the pretence of 
Chrifimas-boxes. But if tradefmen have 
any reafon to murmur at Cdhrifimas, 
many of their cuftomers, on the other 
hand, tremble at its approach; as it 


juftifies every petty mechanic in break- 


ing in upon their joy, and difturbing 
their repofe, by producing his bill. 

As to perfons of faihion, this annual 
Carnival is worfe to them than Lent, 
or the empty town in the middle of 
fummer. ‘The boifterous merriment 
and aukward affectation of politenefs 
among the vulgar, interrupt the courfe 
of their refined pleafures, and drive 
them out of town for the holidays. 
‘The few who remain are very much at 
a lofs how to difpofe of their time, as 
the Theatres at this feafon are opened 
only for the reception of feheol-boys 
and *prentices—and as there is no pub- 
lic place in which a perfon of faithion 
can appear, without being furrounded 
by the dirty inhabitants of S#°Giles’s, 
and the brutes from the Wapping fide of 
Weftminfier. ‘Thefe unhappy fufferers 
are really to be pitied ; and fince Chri/f- 
mas-day has to perfons of diftinétion a 
great deal of infipidity about it, I can- 
not enough applaud an ingenious lady, 
who ient cards round to ali her ac- 
quaintance, inviting them toa route on 
that day ; which they declared was the 
happieft thought in the world, becauie 
Chrifimas-day is fo like Sunday.

that occafion, having differed from hitbleiliven : 


all the Judges, in the firft place, were of opi- 
nion, that a perfon making a full, ample, and 
fair difcovery againft his accomplices, in order 


to convict them before a Juftice or Ju 
the Peace, was entitled to his pardon for thae 
offence ; or, perhaps, any other of a fimilar 
kind, fuppofing, at the time, that it mighe, 
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fonable caufe, have efcaped his memory; but 
that, even inthis cafe, he cannot plead fuch a 
difcloturein bar of any indidiment that might be 
preferred againit him, not evenina cafe under the 
ftaluic, where the conviction did not exadlly 
corre!pond, with the manifett intentions and le- 
g2i conttrudtion of it, fuch as a perfon who con- 
victs one accom plice, when the ftatute ordains 
that he fhall convict two, much lefs where no 
Jegal provifian can be brought to fupport fuch a 
claim; though there can, be little doubt, that 
in a cafe of that kind, if fuch a one fhould 
ever happen, the Juficcs before whom the 
criminal fhould be iried, would exest a difere- 
tionary power, or fufpend the operation of the 
law, tilla pardon could be obtained. Nine out 
of eleven of the Judges prefent were of opinion, 
that there is a difcretionary power vetted in the 
Juttices of the Peace, to promife pardons upon 
conditions, which pardc ns cen only be expected 
on a due performance of thofe conditions. 
They principally determined, that you ought to 
be tried on the affidavit of the Juttices; that 
you were admitted on conditions ; and that fup- 
pofing no conditions had been mentioned, but 
that your admiffion had been exprets, as in that 
tranfaction you appeared perfectly innocent, 
you might not only be tried on the other in- 
diclments, but even on that in which you were 
admitted an evidence. You were afked, be- 
fore the Juitices, w whether you knew of any 
otner forgery, and if youd did todifclofeit, In 
the beginning of this bufinefs, had you been 
difpofed to ditclofe all you knew, you had fuffi- 
cient time to recolleét every material circum- 
ftance, from the time of your admiffion before 
the Juftices, till your examination before the 
Grand Jury at Hicks’s-Ball, 1 am further to 
inform you, that fuch being the clear determi- 
nation of nine out of eleven Judg:s prefent, 
that you are not now to rely upon a promife made 
you, on terms which have not been fulfilled 
on your part; but if you have any thing to offer 
in your own juftification, I would advife you 
to_proceed to make your defence, One thing 
more J have to add, that the Lord Chief Juftice, 
who was abfent at “the time of the folemn de- 
termination, the grounds of which I have now 
thortly explained, bas united in opinion with 
the majority of hos brethren, that mn ought to 
b: brought to your trial, 


Mrs. Rudd faid a few words, fignifying that 
the chearfully acquiefced in the opinion of the 
Judges, and pleaded mot cuilty. She was then 
arraigned on four feveral indictments, and tried 
on the firft, which was a bond, figned ‘* Wil- 
s* liam Adair,” dated rgth of November, 1774, 
and made payable to Robert Perreau, for 
10,605]. condition for the payment of* 53001, 
with intent to defraud Sir Thomas Frankland, 
Bart. and the faid William Adair. 

Mr. Lucas opened. on the part of the profe- 
cution ; and after fully ftating to the jury the 
feveral faéts which were alledged in the inditt- 
ment, and obferving upon the enormity and

ctiminality of each, he proceeded to call the 
witnetles in (upport of them. 

Che firt witnefs fworn was Hawnserva 
Pereeau (wife of the unfortunate Robert 
Perreau, now under fentence of death), As 
foon as fhe had taken the cuftomary oath, the 
was afk'd by Serjeant Davy, if the did not bope 
that the conviétion of Mrs. Rudd would be the 
means of faving her hufband; the replied in the 
affirmative: the Serjeant then warmly contend - 
ed, that fhe was an incompetent witnefs, for 
that the had confetTed an intereht in procuring 
the conviction of the prifoner, Mr. Cooper 
(who was likewife of Counfel-for Mrs, Rudd) 
maintained the fame argument, andobferved, 
that the Jaw had wifely laid itdown as an invari- 
able maxim, that no evidence thould be deduced 
from any perfon liable to the imputation of being 
influenced. That the prefent witnefs, moit 
cleaily, was very materia)ly interefied, and that 
therefore fhe ought not to be admitted, as her 
tefimony would be highly incredible. He 
quoted a precedent which had occurred in the 
Court of King’s Bench the preceding day, 
when Lord Mansfield had refufed to hear a 
journeyman ftocking-weaver, merely becaule 
he had declared, that though at prefent he was 
not under any engagement toeither of the par- 
sies, who were plaintiff? and defendant, yet he 
believed he fhould returm to the fervice of one 
of them after the trial—This declaration, Mr. 
Cooper faid, had, by the Tearned and noble 
Judge, been conftrued a confeffion of ‘an in- 
tereft in the determination of the cadfe; he had 
therefore, with great propriety, réfufed to ad- 
mit the man as a witnefs ; and that as it would 
even be criminal for Mrs, Perreau not to con- 
fefs that the was deeoly interefted in the con- 
vition of Mrs. Rudd, fhe ought on no account 
to be examined, Mr. Lucas replied to thefe 
gentlemen, and very pointedly obferved, that 
if fuch arguments prevailed, no felon could be 
convicted; for that every profecutor had evi- 
dently an intereft in the conviction of ‘his de- 
fendant, by the hopes of recovering his pro- 
perty 3 and that many of the witneffes in cafes 
of burglary and highway robbery had alfo an 
intereft, from the hopes of obtaining the whole 
or a fhare of the ftatutory reward, ‘Sir Riehard 
Afton took up the matter in a more particy! 
manner, and fhewed, thatetthough Mre. Pr. 
reau’s declaration of her hope chat “the con- 
viction of the prifoner would be the means of 
her hufband’s obtaining a pardon, might affect 
the credibility of her teftimony, it by no mean 
went to its competency. That tobe fire her 
hope was a general one, and not particularly 
confined to the event of the prefent efial ; 
that the certainly mutt hope, on every account 
inthe world, that her hutband would be faved 
from an ignominious death 5 but that the jury 
would be fufficient to judge how far herevidence 
was to be credited, and would regard it accord- 
ingly.

That having never feen a bond in her life, the 
took particular notice of it, and knew it to be 
the fame as was then produced, having obferved 
that there were feveral blotsonit. That Mrs, 
Rudd went away, and returned the fame even- 
ing about feven o'clock, expreffing great impa- 
tience for the return of Mr. Perreau (who was 
then gone to Sir Thomas Frankland), That 
Mr. Caflidy, who was prefent, difpatched a 
mefienger to Robert Perreau, bidding him tell 
him, that a patient wanted him, but that he 
muft ‘call at home firft; in confequence of 
which, Robert Perreau came to his houfe im- 
«mediately, and produced a draft of Sir Thomas 
Frankland on his banker for fomewhat lefs 
than goool. declaring, that the difference Sir 
Thomas had kept as the amount of the difcount 
of that and another bond, on which he had lent 
Perreau fome more money. That the next 
day (being Chriftmas day) they dined at Daniel 
Perreau’s, with him, Mrs, Rudd, Mrs, Wil-

Daniel's trial, the faid, fhe had not feen the 


bond for the forgery of which he was tried ; 
and being queftioned why Mrs, Williamfon and 
Mr. Barnet did not appear, fhe replied, the 
former was abroad, and the latterin Wales. In 


the courfe of her examination fhe was greatly 


afie€ted at fome of the queftions put to her by 
Serjeant Davy, and could with difficulty pro- 
ed in herevidence. The Serjeant affured her 
fhe need fear no incivility from him, for that 
he had not the leaft intention of giving her any 
uneafinefs,! but that he was in duty bound as 
Counfel for the prifoner to fearch the matter to 
the bottom, and come tothe real truth, 

Sir Tuomas Fa anNKk LAND was next fworn; 
aad depofed, that Robert Perreau had been his 
apothecary feventeen years, and that he theught 
him an honeft man till the difcovery in March 
Jaft ; that he never knew either the prifoner or 
Daniel Perreau ; that he had given a draft, as 
fiated by Mrs, Perreau, which was punétually 
patd at his banker's; and that he received the 
forged bond, as his fecurity, from Robert Per- 
reau. Upon his crofs examination, be con- 
felled that he had pvileffivn of jewels to the

si tof 28001. and feveral gowns, petticoats, 
&c.intight of a bill of fale from Daniel Perreau ; 
that th ner claimed the whole, with the 
tables, chairs, &e. a property, but that the 
Q of right would be legally adjafted tn a 
proper place, andt! re | ner food but little 
chance of secovering them, as her hufband had 
fent authority from Ireland to demand them in 


his name, Upon his being interrogated whether 
he did not know that-Robert Perreau had deal- 
ings inthe Alley, he faid no, but that he found 
among Daniel Perreau’s papers a lift of his 
tranfactions there, amounting to 4%0,0c0 1. 
with a large fum for intereft. 

Scroor Ocrery proved that the fignature 
of the bond was not Mr, Adair’s hand-writing, 
with which he was well acquainted ; he faid 
Mr. Adair always figned his chriftign name 
Wm. only. 

Davin Cassipy fwore he was an affiftant 
to Mr. Robert Perreau in his thop in Decem- 
ber laft, and corroborated Mrs. Perreau’s tef- 
timony refpeéting Mrs, Rudd’s coming to the 
houfe in Golden fquare twice on the 24th of 
that month, and her expreffion of impatience 
for the return of Mr, Perreau from Sir Thomas 
Frankland's, 

Mr. Hoccarp, a banker in Lombard- 
ftreet, proved that he paid notes and cath for 
Sir Thomas Frankland’s draft to Mr, Alexan- 
der, mafter of the Union coffee-houfe. 

Mr. ALExanvbezr depofed, that he received 
the draft from Daniel Perreau. 

Ertas Isaacs, a clerk at Mefirs. Biddulph 
and Cocks, at Charing Crofs, proved, that Mr. 
Daniel Perreau paid in cafh to a confider- 
able amount, at two feveral times; that the 
laft time (in December) he paid in goool, and 
that at the time of borrowing the 201. note of 
his brother, to pay the conveyancing expences 
of his new houfe in Harley-flreet, he hada 
balance of near Sool. in their hands.

Cuerstranw Hart declared that fhe lived 
fervant with the prifoner, and that in July laft 
the fent for her to Newgate, where fhe found 
Counfellor Bailey with her in his gown; that 
the prifoner afked her if the could let a gentle- 
man and lady lodge at her houfe: that the re- 
plied, ‘nothing was more eafy;"’ that they had 
fome converfation about the lodgings ; that the 
ptifoner had been the beft miftrefs to her in the 
world ; and that when the faw her in Newgate, 
fhe clapped her hands, and faid, * Oh, my dear 
mittre{s, let mebut once get you out of this place, 
and I'll not part with you "till I leave you either 
in Scotland or Ireland.” That the wrot: her 
down direétions to enquire if Mrs, Robert Per- 
reau was in town, and to enquire after dif- 
ferent perfons ; all which the performed, and 
returned the next day at nine in the morning to 
Newgate, where the faw fome written papers 
lying on the table; that the offered the-prifoner 
two guineas, which the latter refufed, faying, 
“ the could have a room full of guineas if the 
wanted them ; that fhe only wifhed for a true 
friend, for if the had one, fhe could fave her 
life.” She then afked the witnefs to confent 
to ftand to the matter written in the papers upon 
the table, which fhe faid “ was all as true as 
that God was in Heaven,” but that fhe wanted 
her to fwear that the matter happened at her 
houfe. 

[Here the papers were produced by the wit- 
nefs, and read by Mr. Deacon, Clerk of the 
Arraigns for Middlefex. They contained, in the 
form of an affidavit, a ftatement of charges 
againft Mr, Robert Perreau and Sir Thomas 
Frankland, afferting, that they repeatedly had 
meetings at Chriftian Hart’s houfe, where the 
Baronet promiled the latter to obtain a pardon 
for her hufband, upon condition of her {wear- 
ing away Mrs. Rudd’s life.} The witnefs fur- 
ther faid, that the prifoner delivered her the 
papers, but that fhe told her the propofal was 
very extraordinary, and when fhe came before 
a jury, the firft queftion afked her would be, 
«* What a bond was ?’? which fhe declared her- 
felf incapable of anfwering. Mrs. Rudd, the 
cepofed, inftru€ted her how to anfwer this, and 
how to aét in feveral other matters which would 
probably be the confequence. She then fent 
her home, and bid her not thew the writing 
to any but her hufband, and to return with him 
the next day and give her ananfwer; that when 
fhe got home, her huihand abufed and beat her 


for flaying fo long out,—that coming dowft 
ftairs her child dropt a guinea, when her hufband 
aiked, *¢ What was that?” Upon which the re- 
plied, * A guinea my wicked miftrefs has given 
tne child.” Hedemanded an explanation, and 
fhe told him, “ that the wanted to hang her 
and him, and all the world,” and then informed 
him of the whole affair; that fhe the next 
day carried the papers to Jultice Wright, and 
that thofe now produced were the originals; 
fhe declared, that no foul was in the room but 
Mrs. Rudd and herfelf during her converfation 
on the fecond meeting, dnd that aman ina 
blue coat and laced hat, and a woman, who 
waited on Mrs. Rudd, came in when fhe was 
there, and that Mrs. Rudd concealed the pa- 
pers as foon as fhe faw them. 

Mary Wrtikinson, who had lived as 
fervant to Mrs. Rudd, confirmed’ part of 
Moody’s teftimony. 

Joun Hart (hufband of Chriftian Hart, 
above mentioned) depofed, that he went with 
his wife to Newgate the firft time that Mrs. 
Rudd talked of tetding her children with them, 
and that the fecond time he was not fuftered to 
£0 up, bat that his wife went up, and came 
down pale and trembling ; he confirmed what 
his wite had ftated, as having happened after 
her return, and added, that Countellor Bailey 
called at his houfe at night, when he was ina 
violent paffion, and told him, if ever his wife 
went to Newgate again he'd cut her legs off, 

The bond and the draft of Sir ‘Thomas 
Frankland were then read by Mr, Reynolds, 
clerk of the Arraigns for London, and found 
to correfpond exactly with the record, 

After which, Sir Richard Afton called up- 
on the prifoner to make her defence, when the 
read the following paper written by -herfelf 
during the trial: 

My Lord, and Gentlemen of the Fury, * 

I did not come here prepared this day to make 
my defence, as I was totally a ftranger to what 
was intended to be fworn againft me; nor fhould 
I be now a prifoner, if I had not attended in the 
firft inftance as a witnefs, ina full and perfect 
confidence of proteétion, It was ina direct 
and chearful compliance with the law, that I 
have experienced the rigours of a long and fevere 
confinement; and I have no doubt bur you will 
make every reafonable allowance for a perfon fo 
circumftanced. As ta Mrs. Perreau, the evi- 
dently aéts under a bias; her intentions are 
manifeft; the fwears to excufe her hufband, and 
to obtain hispardon. Moody is the only perfon 
who has attempted to make any proof of the 
forgery; but he has given fuch loofe, impro- 
bable, and contradictory evidence, that I do not 
fear any difagreeable confequence from any con- 
fidence you may place in fo treacherous and bafe 
a man, whofe evidence at the moft goes no far- 
ther than to fay that the three letters produced 
are like my haad-writing. That Chriftian 
Hart hes been employed in this bulinefs to 
{wear awey my life, in order to fave the Per- 

reaus, 
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reaus, is too plain: but can you, gentlemen, 
believe, that I had zool. to give her, or, as the 
fays, ten times that fum, if necefflary, Such 
a tale is too abfurd to require any animadver- 
fion to difprove it, No one can ferioufly think

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tember, in the thirteenth year of his prefent 
Majetty’s reign, at the inftigation of the Devil, 
and with malice afore-thought, killed and 
murdered John Fergufon at the Cape of Good 
Hope, a place beyond fea, and out of the domi- 
pions of the King of Great Britain, The pri- 
foner pleaded Not Guilty, and put himfelf on 
God and his country for a fafe deliverance. 

Mr, Lucas then iaformed the Court, that 
although his client (Mr. Roach) was in pof- 
feflion of many different inftruments and de- 
pofitions, tending to fhew that he was tried 
and acquitted on the fpot where the matter 
charged againft him in the indictment took 
plice, yet as thefe infiruments, "&c, could not 
be legally eftablithed here, he had con/ented to 
forfake that plea, 

A young Counfel opened on the part of the 
profecution, and explained the nature of it. 
He was followed by Mr, Macdonald, who, in 
a modeft and fenfible apology, informed the 
Jury, that very unexpectedly, the tafk of lead- 
ing Counfel had devolved upon him in the ab- 
fence of Serjeant Davy. He then went into 
the fubjeét of the indi€tment, ftated the na- 
ture of the alledged crime, pointed out its 
wicked tendency, and deciared he had fuch 
evidence to lay before the Court, as he con- 
ccived Vould fully eftablith the charge of wil- 
ful murder againft the prifoner; but at the 
fame time warned the Jury to obferve, that 
they were to rely on what he faid, no further 
than as his affertion was fubftantiated by evi- 
dence. 

Andrew Cairncrofs was firt fworn, and de-

ticket was drawn the firft hour of drawing 
the fubfequent day. This, with his former 
fufpicion, alarmed him, and he immediately 
went to Christ's Hofpical, aud faw the boy 
ho drew the ticket; that he interrogated 
kim, whether he had taken that number clan- 
deftine!y out of the wheel, or whether he had 
been folicited fo to do, which the boy pofi- 
tively denied; that obferving he anfwered 
vather faintly, he importuned him to divulge 
the truth, which, after fome hefitation, pro- 
duced an acknowledgment of the fact. The 
pext witnefls was the blue-coat boy. He faid, 
that about three weeks ago, the perfon who 
is not in cuftody, took him to a coff-e-houte, 
where they breakfafted together; that he 
wanated to know of the witnefs, whether it 
was poffible to geta ticket out of the wineel ; 
to which the latiey anfwered, No; that being 
afterwards folicited for the fame purpofe by 
Pim (whom he had known before his ad- 
miffion into the Hofpital) to fecreie a ticket, 
he at length promifed to do it; that accord- 
ingly he took two atone time out of the 
wheel, gave one to the perfon who called it 
over, and put the otherin his pocket; that 
the perfon who.induced him to do it was then 
jn the gallery, and nodded his head to the wit- 
nefs to fignify when was a proper rime; that 
after the witnefs came out of the hall, he 
gave the ticket to the perfun who fat in the 
gallery, and who was then waiting for the 
witnefs in Guildhall-yard; that the next time 
the witnefs drew the lottery, the perfon be- 
fore mentionei returned. him the ticket, 
which the witne(s put in the wheel, and drew 
out the fame day ; that he has repeated this 
conduct three times, and received from the 
perfon for whom he did it, feveral half gvj- 
meas; that he has heard the prifaner’s name 
mentioned by him, but never heard the latter 
acknowledge any coanection between them in 
infurance, and he never before {aw the prifoner, 
The prifoner acknowledged he infured the 
ticket feventy. nine times for one day. The 
mother of the perfon who is not apprehended 
was next examined; the proved an acguaint- 
ance between her fon and the prifoner, but 
genied any knowledge of ever hearing the lar- 
ger mention any thing relating to infurance. 
The pifoner was difcharged. 

St is faid that the perfon who abfconded 
got about 400). by the above fraud. 

Same day jof. Hunt, Serjeant in the Guards, 
was examined at the Public Office in Bow-

And the other, 
with his fword poiated rather downward, fuid, 
“J fhall refent it;’ a¢ which inftant he made a 
thruft, and wounded his antagonift in the 
right fide, Toe other company then went 
down ftairs, leaving Snith with the waiter, 
who conducted him to the head of the ftairs, 
where he tell down, appearing to be in a fit ; 
and now it was thata difcovery was made that 
the unfortunate man had received a woond, 
which a furgeon pronounced to be mortal.

his information was falfe: he then declared 
he was an apothecary ; that he lived ia Tri- 
nity-ftreet, Dublin, and was obliged to leave 
that city for debt ; ang that his friends advifed 
him, when he got to England, to concert 
fome {cheme like the above, in order to raile a 
fum of money. He begged for mercy, and faid 
he would not have been guilty of ‘uch an ini- 
quitous progeeding, but ** that he was ignorant 
of the Englifth laws.””
